HANCOCK’S ACCEPTANCE

New York, July 30.—The follow- 
ing ix General Hancock's letter of ac- 
ceptance: ; 

Govrxxon's IsLANnD, 
New York Crry, July 29, 1880, 

Gentlemen; I have the honor to ae- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter 
of July 13, 1880, apprising me for- 
mally of my nominatiou to the office 
of President f the United States by 
the National Dem cratic Convention 
lately assembled in Cincinnati. I ac- 
cept the nomination with a grateful 
appreciation of the confidence repo-ed | 
inme. The principles enumerated 
by the Convention are those I have 
cherisbed in the pat, and shalt en- 
deavor to maintain ia the futuro. Te 
thirteenth, fourtventh and fifteenth 
amendments to the Con-titution of 
the United States, embodying the re- 
suit of the war for the Union, are in- 
violahle. If called to the Presidency 
I should deem it my duty to resist 
with all my power any attempt to im- 
pir or eva‘le the full force and effect 
of the Constitution, which in every 
article, seetion and amendment, is the 
supreme law of the land. The Con- 
stitution forms the basis of the G. v- 
ernment of the United States. The 
powers granted by it to the legislative, 
executive and judicial d partments 
deine and limit the authority of the 
General Governmeot. | Puwers not 
delegated to the United Statvs by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited to it by 
the States, belong to the States res- 
pectively, or te the people. The Gen- 
eral and State Governments, each act- 
ing in its own sphere, without trench- 
ing upon the lawful juri-diction of the 
other, constitute the Union. Thi 
Union, compri - ing a general govern- 
ment with general powers, and State 
governments with State powers for 
pur local 10 States is a polity, 
the foundations of which were laid in 
the profoundest sisdom. This is the 
Union our fathers made, and ‘which 
nas been so respected abroid and se 
benifice.t at home.
